Ore Longest 


It is usual to 
the shortest day in the 
21 as the longest, > But: 
like 60 many. others that 
in the popular mind, ts nota ects 
accurate one. ; 

True It is, of course, that on Dee. 21 
and June 21 respectively the sun reach- 
es its most southerly and most norther- 
ly points in the zodiac and begins in 
the one case to ascend and in the other 
ease to decline. But this is in theory 
only, because for two or three days 
preceding and following these dates 
there is no obsérvable difference in its 


_position or its hours of rising and set- 


ting, 

This question of latitude, by the way, 
ts extremely important when speaking 
of the shortest ot longest day or days 
of the year. 

In London and its neighborhood, for 
instance, the shortest days are seven 
hours and forty-five minutes and the 
three or four “longest days” around 
June 21 are sixteen hours and twerty- 
six minutes. At Tornea, in Finland, 
June 21 brings a day nearly twenty- 
two hours long and Christmas one less 
than three hours in length. In 8t. Pe- 
tersburg ‘the longest “day ‘1s ‘nineteen 
hours and the shortest five hours, while 
at:Spitzbergen the longest day is three 
and a half months, the shortest being 
counted in seconds only.~London An-

FEATHERED SCAVENGERS. 


Crows as Track Cleaners and Guile as 
Government Workers. 

‘As.unique a crew of track cleaners 
and police as could be found anywhere’ 
is enlisted in the service of. the South- 
erp.

Soot, the principal trouble maker in 
emoke, is the product of incomplete 
combustion, and is formed partly by 
the mechanical removal of ash by the 
chimney draft. and partly by the 
decomposition of the volatile portion 
of the fuel. which is formed by the 
process of destructive distillation, The 
character of ‘soot varies with the dis- 
tance from the grate at which it has 
been deposited, as well as the tem- 
perature ‘of the furnace, amount of 
air, and method of firing. The acids 
contained in soot attaek mortar, mas- 
onry, Woodwork; metal work «nd build- 
ing matérial generally. In many Eur- 
opean cities it. has been found. ;that 
soot causes the rapid disintegration of 
statuary and public monuments. The 
damage done to inside decorations ap- 
pears to be no Jess important than th: 
effects upon the exterior pf buildings. 
Smoke is visible proof of imperfect 
combustion of fuel, and consequently 
evidence of waste and inefficlency.— 
New. York American. -
